T H E 
B I B L E . 


Manuscripts of the New and the Old Te* 
taments Oftejb Rewritten. 


The New Testament, as we know it, 
comes down to us after having been kept 
for hundreds of years in manuscript form 
by the priests, "fathers of the church,' 
and others. 
The writings have been 
copied and reoopied probably scores of 
times, at least as often as occasion re 
quired, being always renewed 
before 
becoming 
unintelligible 
by use and 
wear. 
The two oldest of these manu­ 
scripts now known are the Codex Seni 
atious and the Codex Vatican as, each 
of whiob dates from the fourth century, 
A. D. The languages originally used in 
this work were Hebrew and Greek, but 
after the year 800 A. D. the manu­ 
scripts were all, or nearly all, written 
in Latin. 
The last mentioned language 
was that adopted by the Roman churoh 
in their translations and was known as 
the "Vulgate, " because commonly used 
in the ohurohes. As far back as the sev 
enth oentury portions of the Vulgate 
were translated into old English, and it 
was also tho version used by Wickliffe 
(Wyolif), Purvey and their predecessors 
and was the first > book printed 
from 
movable type, 1450-6. 


Tyndale's version was from a German 
translation of the original Greek, made 
by Martin Lather. 


The "authorized version," or King 
James' translation, was made by 47 of 
the most eminent British scholars and 
was finished in the year 1611. The 
Latin 
Vulgate was the main version 
used by them; but, so far as they were 
accessible, other manuscripts, both in 
the Greek and Hebrew, were consulted 
and oom pared. 


The manusoripts of the Old Testa­ 
ment have had similar experiences, hav­ 
ing been written and rewritten thou­ 
sands of times since the first collection 
was pat in writing by the priests and 
leaders of the Israelites, about the year 
1500 B. C. All of the older copies have, 
of course, been worn out or lost ever 
since long before the birth of Christ, 
the oldest copies in manuscript 
form 
now in existenoe, so far as is known, 
dating from the year 500 A. D.—St 
Louis Republia 


Jewish Immunity From Disease. 
Out of a total population in New 
•York of 1,801,000, 
70.46 per oant, or 
1,8*8,000, live 
in 
89,188 
tenement 
houses. Apartment houses of the better 
olass are not included among tenement 
houses. 
It is a somewhat remarkable 
fact that the lowest death rate in the 
oity is in one of the most thickly set­ 
tled tenement house districts, occupied 
by some of tbe poorest people, in the 
wards where the Jewish population is 
the densest. 
The death rate among the 
crowded Jews was in 1801 only 18.78 to 
each 1,000, and in 1808 only 17.14. The 
comparatively cleanly habits of these 
Jews, their observance of tbe Mosaic 
law about food and their abstinence from 
alcoholic liquors are given as explana­ 
tions of tbeir low death r a t a 
In tbe 
Italian districts the death rate is double 
what it is among the Jews and the pop­ 
ulation not so dense, and even in the 
wards oooupiod by wealthy people the 
death rate is greater than among the 
Jews. 
The Fourth, 
Fourteenth 
and 
Eighth are the Italian wards, and the 
death rate in 1808 was 83.78, 85.12 
and 81.98 respectively. —Springfield Re­ 
publican.

SOME INTERESTING LAMPS*. 


Very Many Incandescent Light* That A n 
Real Wonders. 


Eleotrio lamps are made of all sizes, 
from 100 oandle power and over down 
to one-half oandle, bat the small ones 
are decidedly the most interesting and 
picturesqua At a large factory there is 
si special department devoted to decora­ 
tive and miniature lamps of all shapes 
and colors, ouriouB and beautiful. 
There 
are "oandelabra" lamps, much used for 
lighting private residences, and whiob 
are generally ten oandle power. 
Some 
of them are pear shaped, while others 
are long and tapering and of an extreme­ 
ly graceful form. 
They are often 
fitted 
to reoeptacles conoealed in imitation 
oandles, and while they have all tbe 
warmth and elegance of the old fashion­ 
ed wax tapers tbey give a far steadier 
and brighter light. 
One of the most 
striking styles is tbe "flame" lamp, 
whiob is a narrow oone of glass, twisted 
spirally and frosted. I t has the beauties 
of a brightly burning flame, with none 
of the drawbacks. 


There is the 
eight oandle 
power 
"kinetoscope" lamp, which illuminates 
'the photographs on the rapidly moving 
oelluloid strip in Edison's remarkable 
picture gallery. 
A one candle power 
lamp is used for night work in tele­ 
phone exchanges. One is placed in each 
panel of the switchboard and lights up 
whenever a call comes to its territory 
and stays lighted until the call is an­ 
swered, so that one or two operators can 
easily manage all the night 
business 
wherever it is not very heavy. 


Many varieties of lamps are arranged 
to take their onrrent from batteries. 
Among these is the one candle power 
miner's lamp, of a fiat shape, 
with 
metal loops at top and bottom, so that 
it oan be hooked upon springs in the 
miner's lantern and held steady. 
The 
lamp and the battery together are not 
heavy. 
Then there are bicycle lamps, 
microscope lamps, and lamps for medical 
and dental work. 
Some of tbe lamps 
used for illuminating the interior of the 
mouth, throat and nose are e x t r e m e ' 
small, generally cylindrical in shape, 
a quarter inoh or less in diameter and 
from half an inch to an inoh long. But 
tbe tiniest of all is the "pea" lamp, a 
glass sphere one-quarter of an inoh in 
diameter. —Cassier's Magazine.

Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
twd dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in J uly, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by suoh person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give bis own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
rtfHfci deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment.

Carre* sad Grade eroulng* the Great 
Drawbacks In This Country—Limited 
Trains Do Not Pnj Expenses, bat They 
Benefit the Serrioe In Other Ways. 


The writer broached the subject of 
fast trains recently to one of the shrewd­ 
est civil engineers employed on one of 
the roads entering Washington. 
This 
^employee has made railroading a life 
study, has inspected the railroads of 
Europe and speakB by the card, fie 
said: 


"If our railroads could spare the 
money to elevate their tracks in cities 
and at crossings, to say nothing of com­ 
pleting the work of straightening out 
ourves, now going on, I, for one, will 
predict that we oan make an average of 
50 miles an hour between New York 
and Chicago. I say this with the Alle­ 
ghany mountains almost staring me in 
the f aca 
We might lose time going np 
that range, but engineers, as a rale, like 
to coast, and wouldn't they slide down 
the other side with a roadbed minus 
ourves and grpdecrossings! In the mat­ 
ter of cost in making improvements, 
few people are aware of the expense at­ 
tached thereto. In round numbers our 
road 'blew' in fully f5,000,d00 in the 
latter part of 1893 and the beginning of 
1893. That was before the financial de­ 
pression set in. We are now resting on 
our oars. We out one curve over a mile 
long, and the work cost us fully $500,'- 
000. 
Uther roads have been doing like­ 
wise, and with the return of a prosper­ 
ous period we will surprise the world, 
and especially the English, with the av­ 
erage speed our»trains will attain. 


"Many people will be surprised to 
learn that Germany and not this coun­ 
try or England furnishes the fastest train 
in the world. The United States comes 
second and England third. The German 
train runB from Berlin to Hamburg, a 
distanoe of 178 miles, in 304 minutes, 
an average outside speed—that is, not 
counting stops, of over 53 miles an hour. 
The Empire State express on the New 
York Central road runs from New York 
to Buffalo, a distanoe of 440 miles, in 
630 minutes, and its outside speed aver­ 
age is nearly 51 miles an hour. The 
fastest English train, that comes third 
on the list, is called the 'west coast flier' 
and runs from London to Edinburgh, a 
distance of 400 miles, at an average out­ 
side speed of 50 miles an hour. 


' 'The farther we go west the slower 
the train Bervioe beoomes, a thing not 
looked for on account of the miles and 
miles of track traversing prairie land. 
The Burlington road's best train aver­ 
ages about 36 miles an hour. That on 
the Milwaukee road, the limited, oan 
only reaoh an average of 84 miles an 
hour. The Denver limited, on the North­ 
western road, has to hustle to score an 
average gait of 39 miles an hour. 


"Very few of the fast limited trains 
in this country pay for the expense of 
running them, and it is an open secret 
that the limited between this city and 
New York, the limited between New 
York and Chioago and the Empire State 
express between New York and Buffalo 
and the Chioago limited on the New 
York Central road cost their respective 
roads a good deal more than they bring 
in, but they are great advertisers for 
their respective roads. 


"The advantages of fast train service 
on well built and well equipped railroads 
are not oonfined to the oarrying of pas­ 
sengers swiftly from one point to anoth­ 
er. They are felt all' through the operat­ 
ing department of a road and exercise 
an important disciplinary influenoa The 
running of such extraordinary fast trains 
as the Congressional limited and the 
Empire State express has had a wonder­ 
ful effect in increasing the vigilance and 
efficiency of all the trainbands. The 
sohedulfs on whioh such trains are run 
require the most arbitrary enforcement, 
and they consequently keep the men all 
along the line traversed constantly on 
the alert. Each man is made to feel his 
full share of the burden of responsibility, 
and the never ceasing admonition to 
'watch for the flier' reduces to a mini­ 
mum personal inclinations to be slaok 
or neglectful 
The telegraph operators 
have a suspension of 80 days staring 
them in the face for the slightest delay 
to the limited, and similar penalties are 
imposed on other employees. 


'Besides this stimulus to duty the 
fast trains serve as an incentive to the 
men to strive for promotion. 
Conduct­ 
ors, engineers, firemen and other hands 
on the limited get more pay than do the 
men employed on the trains of subordi­ 
nate grada 
That the 'flier,' in its ge- 
nerlo sense, is actually an improving in­ 
fluence in railroading is evidenoed by 
the remarkable careers of the Congres­ 
sional, the Boyal Blue and the Empire 
State express. 
These are the fastest 
trains in this country and have been 
running several years back, and, with 
one unimportant exception, have met 
with no mishap. 
These trains pass 
through year after year without a sin­ 
gle miBhap, and I believe' it is all from 
the discipline put upon the employees 
by the fast servioa 
The men take a 
pride In the fast trains. "—Washington 
Star.
